At the same 
time he heard faintly the cry of many 
voices. 

On turning the point of the ridge be 
saw a crowd of severa) bundred In- 
dians who were shouting as if greatly 
excited. He noticed also several ob- 
jects, which he at first supposed te be 
bowlders, descending the side of the 
mountain toward them with tremen- 
dous rapidity. 

Instead of ficeing from these moving 
objects the Indiang simply applauded 
and shouted. Soon he saw other ob- 
Jects like the frst descending, and in 
short time the whole situation was 
plain to him. 

Haring selected a Jong, smooth slope 
of the mountain where there were no 
stones, the Indians bad converted it 
inte a sort of earthen toboggan slide 
and were utilising the frying pans as

Thie Was the Original Dress of the 
Scottish High!ander, 

The origifial dres« of the highlander 
was the bejted plaid. This was a piece 
of tartan cloth, two sards broad and 
four long, which wis drawn around 
the waist in nice!y udjusted folds and 
tightly buekled with « belt. ‘The lower 
part came down to the knees in much 
the same manner as the modern kilt, 
while the npper part was drawn up 
and adjusted to the left shoulder, so 
that the right arm might be perfectly 
free. This upper part was the plaid, 
which was used xa a covering for the 
shoulders and body In wet weatber, 
and when the use of both arms was 
required it was fastened across the 


fasten the plaid on the left shoulder. 
To attire himself in the belted plaid 
required on the part of the highlander 
no small amount of dexterity. The 
usual way was to lay it on the floor 
and after. :carefully arranging the 
folds to lie down upon it and then 
buckle it on. The lower end. was fas- 
tened at the right hip. The utility of 
such a dress in the highlands is ob- 
vious, for the plaid rendered the man 
indifferent to storms and prepared to 
pass a olght in the open air in the 
most inclement weather, while the 
loose undergarment enabled him to 
wade rivers or ascend mountains with 
equal ease.

DISCOVERIES AT POMPEN, 


Wonderful 
Made In Ruins’ of Old City. 

A. discovery has recently 
made in 
Pompell which promises to 
memorable event in the story of an- 
clent art. Last year some excavations 
undertaken In accordance with the 
Italian law of 1902 upon a farm close 
to the Porta Ercolese suddenly as- 
sumed importance because al dls- 
closed tho remains of a magnificent 
mansion, containing more than twen- 
x rooms, in addition to the usual 
Roman open-air courta and enclosed 
gardens known to all students of 
Pompelian domestic architecture. 

Upon the resumption of work this 
season, including the removal of the 
covering of voleanio debris to u ett: 
ficient depth to reveal the Interior 
walle of the villa, the investigation 
proved to bo of special importanes, 
for the decorative fresco paintinzs 
adorning the rooms were found, The 
London Standard states, to possess a 
new character in ancient technique, 
being painted so as to imitate suc. 
cessfully sculpture both in low and 
high relief. Tourists will remember 
that both at Antwerp and at Brussels, 
as well as elsewhere, there are simi. 
lar pictorial tours de force by Nether. 
lands artists, but here in Campania, 
as so frequently in other sites of 
civilization, we find evidence that 
there is nothing really new in artistic 
execution, 

Tt was to be anticipated that the 
finest houses for persons connected 
with Pompeii would have been erect. 
edi without the walls of that crowded 
little city, in which the summor heat 
must have been stifling and where 
many vicious characters dwelt. The 
better classes, therefore, built their 
homes in the suburbs, and artists of 
the greatest skill were employed in 
their decoration. In the house just 
discovered there are a few examples 
in which the artists have successfully 
endeavored to imitate architectural 
features, ‘producing the precise ef- 
fect of architéctonic perspective. In 
one of these, two Ionic columns with 
their bases supported upon a project- 
ing ledge at the foot of a wall, ap- 
pear (even in photographs of the 
fresco) absolutely as if standing quite 
detached from the surface in the rear. 
Still more effective, although a repre- 
sentation of a smaller feature of a 
building, is the painting of a double 
door, the upper third of which is oc- 
eupied by a “grille.” The interstices 
of this are so shaded as to appear as 
true perforations. Dr. Breccia, of 
Alexandria, has pointed out that the 
design of these doors is almost identi- 
cal with the actual portals of an an- 
cient tomb discovered by him at 
Chatby, near Ramleh. This 4s not sur 
prising, because much of the ornamen- 
tal silverware from the Bosco Reale 
Villa, farther away from Pompeii, was 
of andrian decorative style.

ACT NOW. 


The Ontario has been credibly informed that 
strong overtures are being made to Deacon Bros. 
to induce them to remove their Shirt Factory to 
other citiesin Ontario. These requests have come 
from perhaps a dozen different sources and in 
several instances are accompanied by offers of 
substantial inducements. 

_ Belleville does not want to lose the Deacon 
Shirt Factory and neither does the City want to 
lose two of her sons who stand at the very fore- 
front for enterprise and business acumen. But 
Deacon Brothers are young men, who have their 
way to make in the world. They have the right 
to consult their own best interests. They have 
the right to go where the highest inducements 
-are offered. 

A few years ago the citizens were requested to 
show a very moderate favor to Deacon Brothers, 
and refused it at a time when a little assistance

DANGEROUS FREEDOM. 


Superintendent Rogers, of the Ontario Pro- 
vincial Police in his recent annual report strong- 
ly recommends that the sale of deadly weapons 
be restricted by law. The Supertintendent is un- 
questionably right. Why should a revolver be 
sold to anyone who has the price, any more than 
a deadly poison? Our laws provide that the 
druggist be guarded as regards the sale of certain 
drugs, the theory being that such drugs are dan- 
gerous in the hands of the inexperienced, and at 
the same time our laws countenance the sale of a 
“‘six-shooter’’to any half-baked inhabitant with a 
“thirst for blood. 


As time goes on we are bound to assimilate 


an everincreasing proportion of foreigners, many 
of.them from Continental countries where the 
deadly firearm forms ‘part of ’s every day 
attire. Superintendent Rogers, in his report for}: 
the first ten months of the existence of the On- 
tario Provincial Police, points out that his force 
have had to deal with no less than seven cases 
ef crimes of violence participated in by foreigners 
armed with the ever handy ‘‘guns’’ or knives, 
and further, that fifteen foreigners were convicted 
for carrying concealed weapons. 

When the deadly weapons on view in win- 
dows at every turn,is it to be wondered at that the 
‘men, many of whom speak little English, and 
who are unacquainted with the custom of their 
adopted country, should arm themslves as in the 
Jand of their birth? As a matter of fact, the 
men who sell these weapons should be fined as 
well as the foreigner who carries them, for often 
as not the foreigner does not know that he is 
transgressing the law, while the merchant 
should be made to appreciate his responsibilities. 

When the foreign immigrant was journeying 
toward Pennsylvania in shoals a generation 
ago, murders throughout the coal regions of 
that State were everyday affairs. The Italians 
and the Pole fought it out among themselves 
with knives and revolvers, and thirty déad men 
in.a single month in one Pennsylvania county 
was not by any means the homicidal record. 
In the succeeding year these men learned that 
the carrying of deadly weapons was a bad business 
and these same indivduals, or at least those who 
‘survived the ordeal, have for the most'part become 
peaceful, decent, weaponless citizens. Had there 
been no deadly fierarms openly soldin Pennsyl- 
=vania in thosé days it would have been compara- 
tively easy, to curb the ebfsodthirsty desires of 
these new citizens. Why not, then, let us take 
a lesson from the experience of others, and stop 
- the traffice at once ?-Satarday Night.

a history second to none. They were 
first incorporated by Henry IV. in 
1140, and in 1439 their charter was 
made to include all workers in leath- 
er within a distance of two miles of 
the city boundary. Later their oon- 
trol was extended over the London 
leather markets, 

Cordwaining means working in Cor 
dovan leather. These artisans had 
gathered themselves into an associa- 
tion at an early period. They were 
originally located on the fringe of the 
eld city of Londinium when the Bo- 
mab power was predominant in Bri. 
tain. Here they remained for many 
centuries, their industry ‘forming one 
of the staple trades of the country. 
The craft had long been recognized 
as an Hak pnd factor in molding the 
municipal life of English towns. 


For 
instance, the Gildg Corvesaorum of 
Oxford in the twelfth century was suc- 
ceasfal in obtaining from Henry I. a 


royal charter upon payment of an an- 
nual fine of one ounce of gold. 

In the old days the cordwainer, the 
tanner and the currier had separate 
rights in the prepafing of alum leath- 
er, tan leather and working cowbides. 
The cordwuiner was to make boots and 
shoes of calf’s hide. No master waa 
to keep more than eight servants, and 
the carrying of shoes ehsough the 
streets for’ sale was permitted only 
before dinner. 

The first ordinance establishing the 
Cordwainers’ company was granted 
in 1272 by the will and consent of 
the mayor and the other barons of 
the city of London “for the relief and 
the advancement of the whole busi- 
néss and to the end that all frauds 
and deceits may hereafter be avoid- 
ed.” In the following reign the prices 
allowed to be charged for shoes were 
12 cents for a pair of shoes of, Cordo- 
van leather and 10 cents for a pair of 
cowhide S. 

Nowadays the Cordwainers’ com- 
pany exists primarily to keep up its 
traditions, give its members banqucta 
and incidentally to promote technical 
edication and contribute to charities. 
Its income is $46,500 a year.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


MR. MUNRO REPLIES TO THE ONTARIO. 


-Mr. C. R. Munro, chairman of the Christian 
Saience Committee on Publication for the Pro- 
Mace of Ontario has written the following very 
cotirteous letter in reply to the editorial remarks 
ia The Ontario of Jan. 7th when we replied to his 
previous letter : 

ToRONTO, JAN. 17, 1911. 
Epitor ONTARIO : 

Before answering some of the questions 

ed in your editorial comment on my previous 

r, let me express my apreciation of the fair- 
ness of your remarks and your kindly references 
te'Christian Scientists. 

Replying further tothe statement that Mrs. 
Bddy’s greatest work has been along medical 
rather than moral and, spiritual lines, | would 
say that the healing work of Christian Science 
is made ible only: through spiritual growth 
and development. Now as in Jesus’ time, spirit- 
ual growth and physical healing go hand in hand 
and are inseparable, the latter being the outcome 
efthe former. It may seem to the onlooker that 
the healing is the most important work o} Chris- 
tian Science, as it is the part. that 
is most apparent and in which results can be 
mosteasily traced. But it is the spiritual develop- 
ment that makes the healing possible. Many 
thoughtful persons, in touch with the world’s 
progress, nave remarked the great and growing 
effect of Mrs. Eddy’s teachings on the religious 
We of the world, in many cases _revolutionising 
the prevailing religious beliefs. The most notice- 
able effect of Jesus’ ministry was also the heal- 
ing of sickness, but Christendom now realises 
that that the great value of his work was, the 


_ ohange wrought in the prevailing thought o1 his 


tame in regard to God and spiritual things. He 
sqid,“‘Seek first the kingdom of God, and all 
these things shall be added.” 

The improvement must come first in human 
thought before it is manifested in material bless- 


ings. ‘ 

F . Eddy'’s -book,*‘ Science and 
Health,”’ being obscure, it all depends on how we 
read it and with what motive. Like every other 
science, Christian Science must be not only read, 
pat studied, and one must not expect to under-: 
stand it with the first reading. Dealing as it does 
with spiritual things, this Science must be spirit- 
ually discerned and understood, and when stud- 
je from that standpoint, its teachings are remark- 
ably clear and tothe point. In fact many persons 
with but little education are able to understand 
the book sufficientfy to prove its teachings prac- 
tical by healing sin and sickness in themselves 
and others. That Mrs. Eddy’s interpretation of 
the life and works of our Master is of untold value 
is shown by the good results therefrom, and the 
best test after all is that of Jesus, “‘ By their fruits 
ye shall know them.’’ In regard to Mrs, Eddy,s 
qualifications, current history show her to have 
beena woman of considerable_learning as well 
as marked literary ability . From her young 
womanhood she was a valued contributor to news- 

rs and magazines, and her poems show not 
enly a lofty religious sentiment, but decided 
Kterary taste and culture. 

That Mrs. Eddy is not indebted to **Dr.” 
Quimby for her ideas is amply proven by the well 
known fact that Quimby healed entirely by mes- 
meric power, never -even claiming his healing 
to be spiritual or of divine origin, while Christian 
Science healing is wholly spiritual and contains 
no element of humanwill power. As to Mrs. 
Eddy having borrowed from Quimby’s writings 
it is not certain that there are any such writings, 
the extracts snpposed to be taken from his writ- 
ings being, according to his own son, merely 
copies of copies, and no one having ever seen the 
eriginals. One thing iscertain, that if Mrs. Eddy 
ever temporarily was influenced by Quimby's 
ideas, she absolutely. discarded those ideas when 
she discovered Christian Science, for nothing 
that-hasever been given out as originating with 
Quimby resembles Christian Science as taught 
by Mrs. Eddy. a4 t 

As to the teachings of Christian Science 
regarding immortality, | wish to repeat what 
I said in a former letter, that Christian Scientists 

“do not profess at this age to be ableto overcome 
death. Neither did Mrs. Eddy ever teach the 
immortality of the material body. She taught, 
even as did Jesus, that a perfect understanding 
ef the Master’s words and works would enable 
man to overcomg death, in accord with Jesus 
statement, ‘‘He that believeth on me shall not.see " 
death.” The t understanding of Life and 
God will enablé ‘man to triumph over death, not 


"by the perpetual life of the material body, but as 


did Jesus when he rose above all earthly and 
mortal environments. This time is not yet, but 
if we believe in the Master’s words ‘we know it 
will come, but man must make great progress 
spiritually before he can destroy ‘‘the « last 
enemy.”” - :

z A FEW ADDITIONAL REMARKS. 
Mr. Munro seems to misapprehend’ our 


position. We were not discussing the internal 
working of the Church of the Christian Scientists. 
There the “‘moral and spiritual’? may be more 
important than the work of healing. But our 
contention was that Mrs. Eddy had influenced 
medical practice to a very considerable extent all 
over the world, and that her teaching had produc- 
ed no marked change in religious views and 
opinions, We have yet to hear of any of the old 
Christian creeds or doctrines that have been 
modified to any alarming degree by new light 
thrown upon them by the teaching of Mrs. Eddy. 

To throw upon the reader the blame for not 
being able to understand Mrs. Eddy’s so-called 
“Key” is hardly fair. To say it deals with 
“spiritual things’’ which must be ‘“‘spiritualiy 
discerned and understood’’ places Mr. Munro on 
the same plane with the illustrious founder of his 
denomination. 

He makes a statement which to the average 
man means nothing and apparently thinks he 
has answered our objection. There is no need 
for the employment of such foggy expressions as 
“spiritually discerned.’* 

Mrs. Eddy has written a book. In that book 
she does what no trained or accurate, or great 
writer ever is known to do— uses the same word 
in many varying senses, and many varying words 
to express the same idea. From its title ‘Science 
and Health and Key to the Scriptures,”’ we might 
expect the book to give some plain, -simple rules 
about right living, man’s duty to man,. and a 
commentary upon the Scriptures which the way- 
faring man could understand. 

Instead of that we find that Mrs. Eddy. has 
selected a passage from here and there to fortify 
her preconceived opinions, She apparently first 
thought out her doctrine and then went to the 
Bible to hunt for proof. ‘ 

To say that many unlearned people under- 
stand the book because they have been healed 
of their infirmities, is about as convincing as to 
state that the child that is healed of diphtheria 
knows all about the preparation of serum. . 

We will accept Mr. Munro’s statement that 
Mrs. Eddy was a woman of ** marked literary 
ability’’ rather as the tribute of an over-encrous 
partisan, than the finding of acool and discerning 
critic. Had we space we would quote one ortwo 
of her ‘poems,’ which we do not see by what 
possible canon of literary judgment could be 
classed as models of “‘taste and culture."’ 

We presume Mr. Munro will not question 
the accuracy of the statement that Mrs, Eddy was 
afflicted with spinal trouble apparently incurable, 
that she went to “Dr.’? Quimby for treatment, 
that under his treatment she was healed, that 
she was associated with him for some time, that 
the first edition of ‘‘Science and FHlealth’’ was 
not published until 1875, that Mrs. Eddy had pos- 
session of the Quimby manuscripts or copies of 
those manuscripts as early as 1864, that much of 
the terminology and the fundamental ideas of the 
book are to be found in the original papers. 

In the Quimby papers these expressions oc- 


«cur,—'‘ The idea that a beneficent God had any- 


thing to do with disease is superstition.’" ** Dis- 
ease’’ he says again, ‘“‘is false reasoning. ‘True 
scientific wisdom is health and happiness. False 


reasoning is sickness and death.’* : 

We could furnish further quotations where 
Quimby elaborates his idea that health was man’s 
normal condition that disease was ‘‘error.’’ But 
those given will go to sustain our contention that 
Mrs. Eddy derived her basic outlines from the 
earlier work. The ‘‘Key to the Scriptures’”’ was 
merely an attempt to give to the Quimby method 
a Scriptural justification. ; 

Mr. Munro again misapprehends our posi- 
tion in regard to the teaching of Mrs. Eddy on 
the question of earthly immortality. We are 
aware that Mrs. Eddy did not say in so many 
words that she or her followers would not die the 
same as other people have. to do. But we did 
state and we repeat that any faith-cure system 
teaches in effect. a never-ending life on earth, 
You can’t get away from it. If, tiseMrs. “Eddy 
thought, all disease was an ‘‘error’’ and these 
errors are immediately rectified by what she calls 
_ the Divine Principle, how then was that’ condi- 
-tionever to come about which we call death ? 
~* “Mr._-Munro attempts to explain but soon gets 
slostin a maze of meaningless words. Here is 





what he says towards the latter part of his let- 
ter,--“ The perfect understanding of Life and God 
will enable man totriumph over death, not by 
the perpetual life of the material body, but as did 
Jesus when he rose above all earthly and mortal 
environments.” iS : 

If Mr. Munro would stop to think’ he would 
see that he states an impossible accomplishment 
when he speaks of ‘‘man’’ attaining. a ‘‘ perfect 
understanding of Life and God.’’. He knows 
very well that the finite mind can never have a 
perfect understanding of the Infinite. Besides the 
plain teaching of the Scriptures is that Christ did 
triumph over death and rose from the grave with 
his material body. : 

We have not had the pleasure of reading Mr. 
Flower’s book ‘‘ Christian Science as a Religious 
Belief and a Therapeutic Agent,’’ but we have 
read an investigation of ‘One Hundred Christian 
Science Cures,” by Richard C. Cabot, M.D. 
These ‘‘cures” were the cases recorded in recent 
volumes of The Christian Science Herald. Out 
of the one hundred only seven could be classed 
as organic diseascs. The balance were function- 
al diseases, nervous disorders .being in a great 
majority. , 

This has always been the case. Whether 
the faith cures take place at St. Anne de Beaupre,’ 
Zion City, or Concord we always find the same 
preponderance of cures, where the nerves are out 
of gear, but exceedingly few recoveries from mal- 
ignant cancer. If the Divine Principle works the 
miracle of restoring broken-down y why 
does the same Divine Pfinciple Halt and show & 
little power when it comes tocancer ? Weasked 
Mr. Munro to tell us why in his system the 
was aso much higher percentage of cures } 
vous troubles over the purely organic diseases. 
He has not tried to answer us. : 








We also asked him to show us one case of - 


pulmonary tuberculosis that had reached the third 
stage that had recovered under Christian Science 
treatment. He claims they can produce such in- 
stances. Let ussee what his statement means. 

In pulmonary tuberculosis in the third stage, 


. the lungs are wasted away and nearly gone. For 


a man in this condition to be restored to health, 
the missing parts must be supplied. Will Mr. 
Munro tell us that the Diyine Principle has ever 
actually replaced the missing lungs of the con- 
sumptive ? Iithat be true why shouldn’t the 
Divine Principle restore an amputated arm or a 
leg to the man who had been unfortunate enough 
to lose one of these members ? The one opera- 
tion would notbe more difficult for a miracle- 
working power than the other. 

We also asked Mr. Munro to tell us why 
Christian Seience was powerless to arrest senile 
decay. He has not done so. Perhaps he will 
enlighten us a little further on the points raised.

Tribulations ef the Drama In New 
York Im 1765 

Here is an account of the sacking of 
a theater in New York from the Ga- 
zette of May 8, 1763: 

“The play advertised to be acted last 
Monday evening having given offense 
to sundry and divers iobabitants of 
this city, who thought It highly im- 
proper that seach cntertalnments should 
be exhibited at this time of public dis 
tress, when great numbers of poor peo 
ple can scarce Ond means of subelst- 
ence, whereby muny persons might be 
tempted to neglect their business and 
squander that moncy which is neces- 
rary to the payment of their debts and 
the support of their fatnilies, a rumor 
was spread about the town that if the 
play went on the audience would meet 
with some disturbance from the multi- 
tude, : 

“This prevented the greatest part of 
those who intended to have been there 
from golng. However. many people 
came,*and the play was begun, but 
soon interrupted by the multitude, who 
burst open the doors nnd entered with 
noise and tumult. The audience es- 
caped in the best manner they could. 
Many lost thelr hats and other articles 
of raiment A boy bad his skull frac- 
tured and was yesterduy trepanned. 
Death ts his, Several others were 
sorely set-apon and injured. But we 
heard of no lives lost. The multitude 
Immediately demolished the house. car- 
ried the pleces to the common, where 
they consumed them in a bonfire.”

It 
bursts into s fine spray and fails ‘as 
dust—dust far finer than apy other 
dust known. 

It Is so One, indeed, that sometimes 
years elapse before It settles. When 
the mighty tsland volcano of Kraka- 
toa blew itself hearly Into bits In 18%3 
with a crashing suund of cannouading

Volumes of Infinitely Gone dust sailed 
round and round the eurth in the up- 
per atmosphere and made England's 
sunsets of that year onusually splen- 
did.

Lava dust has the satie propertics 
as lava. Shepherds on the slopes of 
Vesuvius sprinkle patcbes of snow in 
the winter with lava dust so that 
they may have it when the scorching 
days of summer arrive. 

It was lava dust turned to mud by 
torrents of rain such as usually come 
with volcanic outbursts, that. ocarly. 
2,000 years ago, destroyed the famous 
pleasure city of Herculaneum, and it 
was showers of volcanic ashes that 
overwhelmed Pompeli. Hercalaneum 
still Nes nearly forty yards from the 
open air, 5 

There are rivers of lava mud that are 
blotting out towns and villages now. 

A curious point has always been 
noticed when Vesuvius ts in eruption, 
and that Is the strong odor of washing 
Gay that bangs around the mountain. 

One might wonder why the slopes 
of such a mountain are so thickly 
populated when there is always dan- 
ger of eruptions and of avalanches of 
lava mud. Well, the reason is that 
volcanic soil is always very fertile.

FIRST TYPEWRITER. 


tt Was a Cluaay ae! Machine and Prac- 
tically Useless, 

Most persons wiil be surprised to 
learn that the typewriting machine is 
not, as they imagine, a disUnctly mod- 
ern invention. So long ago as 1714 a 
patent wus taken out in England by 
Henry Mill for “a machine for im- 
Pressing letters singly and progresslve- 
ly as lo writing, whereby all writings 
may be cugrossed in paper so exact as 
aot to be distinguisied from print” 

Uls machine wus. howerer, a clumsy 
one and practically useless, It was 
not until over a ceutury later (1820 
that anything wore in this line was 
attempted. Then the frst American 
typewriter, called a “typographer,” was 
pacented by W. A. Burt. 

In 1823 a machiue was produced in 
Fraoce baring a xcparste key lever 
for each letter, aud between the years 
IMO and 1800 Sir Charies Whetstone 
juvented several machines which are 
uow preserved iv the South Kensing- 
ton tauseum, London. 

in 1873 C. L. Sholes, an American, 
after five or six years’ work, succecd- 
ed In producing a machine sufficiently 
perfect to warrant extensive manu- 
facture. Ile interested a firm of gun 
manufacturers In it, and In 1874 the 
first model of the modern typewriter 
was put upon the anarkets;-Caciaaee 
Commercial Tribune,

will be exactly the width of the street. 
The roofs of houses will be platforms 
upoa which small flower beds and ver- 
dant shrubberies could be laid out, as 
they would be the landing stages for 
aeroplanes. 

“When this progress shall have been 
uceomplished the physiognomy of 
towns wiil be changed. All terraces 
will have become landing stages for 
flying automobiles. Aviators will be 
able to fly from one terrace to anoth- 
er, starting and landing as they please. 
The natural consequence Of this new 
state of things will be thnt each 
building will have to be furnished 
with big elevators capable to raising 
machines when they are ready to start 
and taking them back to the garage 
on their return. Houses of this de- 
scription will also be used to house 
motor cars. 

“Finally the town of the future will 
fo traversed by large radiating thor- 
oughfares, occupied partly by raised 
platforms continudYy moving, which 
will iasure rapid communication hbe- 
tween the different ones. These plat- 
forms will be terminated by large re- 
volving crossways at the intersection 
ot the a roads. Large parks and 
tlower gurdens as residence and pleas- 
ure resorts will be Inid out in various 
parts of the town.”

British Budget and N. Y. Succession 
Duties Send Money Here. 
Montreal, Jan. 23.—An enquiry at 
the leading banks elicited the fact that 
not only have large sums of money 
come over to Canada since the last 
yeneral election in Great Britain.

There is no way of avoiding the pay- 
ment of the succession taxes unles« 
they are stocks of corporations creat- 
2d by the law of a state which docs 
not impose succession taxes like, for 
instance, the State of Pennsylvania. 

It is not at all surprising, therefore, 
as announced at the monry centres 
Thursday, that the New York suc- 
cession tax and the Intest creations 
of the Imperial Chancellor, have both 
contributed to bring a great amount 
of money into Canada during the 
last two months, ~*~ 

It is stated, however, that the great- 
er the amount of money being sent 
to Canada from Great Britain, the 
more cautious has become the British 
investor, Some months ago the bank- 
ers aay a good deal of capital found 
its way to the Dominion without the 
merit of the cases being too closely 
enquired into, but that is not the 
case at the present time, and such 
a change will be all the better in the 
long run for the credit of the coun- 
try at large. 

A great many interesting enquiries, 
for instance, are daily reaching this 
city, and the story is the same at all 
the important banking institutions of 
the Dominion, for first-class bond is- 
sues of assured industrial concerns.

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‘EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


. WHAT SHOULD THE COUNCIL DO? 


Perhaps the most important question in the 
municipal catalog just now is what the council 
should do in regard to those *‘graft’’ insinuations. 
So far nobody has asserted that even the tiniest 
statute has been broken. But the most damag- 
ing insinuations have been publicly made.

farming. : 

If the boy on the farm could be brought to 
see that it was just as respectable and just as 
renumerative to rear a fine thoroughbred colt, to 
produce a prize-winning pair of ducks, to grow 
three tons of hay to the acre, as it is to keep 
accounts in a foundry, run errands for a grocery 
store or even-to sell goods behind a dry-goods 
counter, we believe half the trouble would be 
obviated. 

Weill know and admit this movement from 
the farms to the cities is undesirable. The farms 
need the boys far worse than they afe needed in 
our cities. : 

Our Educational Department would do well 
to grapple with this question in a more serious 
manner than they have as yet done.

It will also change a troublesome 
clause in the old bill, which read to 
the effect that a deserted wife could 
summon the port arieh husband by 
proving him capable of maintaining 
“this wife and her family,” which was 
sometimes interpreted as ineaning her 
mother or father. The new bill reads 
“his wife or wife and family.” 

It will provide that orders for pay- 
ment of money into court for purpose 
of maintenance are made enforcible 
by ‘summons.

McCirdy Breaks Record. 


Havana, June 31.—J. A. D. McCur- 
dy, the Canedian aviator, set.a new 
record yesterday in over-the-water 
flights, covering. a distance of close 
to a hundred miles, from Key West 
to within ten miles of Havana, when, 
from a slight accident he was com- 
pelled to drop into the sea. There he 
remained, his bi-plane floating by pon- 
toons, until the lifeboat of the torpedo 
boat destroyer part picked him up. 

With Morro Castle scarcely a dozen, 
miles away, his aeroplane rushing 
at the rate of fifty miles an hour/at 
an altitude of 1,008 fect, a break.in a 
small part of the engine, a ruptured 
crank case, itting the escape 
all the lubricating oil, necessi: 
McCurdy’s immediate descent. A 

The intrepid aviator, when ‘the’ 
sound of the engine told him some- 
thing was wrong, instantly shut off 
the power. He descended rapidly, 
cwinging steadily to the water and 
alighting as gracefully as a gull with 
out: wings. The pontoons prov- 
ed abundantly buoyant, McCurdy 
even wetting his feet. 

McCurdy was exactly two hoars in 
the air. covering an estimated dis- 
tance of about 96 miles. Besides 
breaking the over-sea record, this is 
the first instance of an aeroplane en- 
tirely out of sight ef land.
